A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on April 4 , 1968, that on 
that night, following the assassination of Martin Luther King, 
Jr., President of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC>.^^nley Levison and Harry Wachtel and Stanley Levlson 
and HarH^elafonte held several discussions on what they should 
do. "^t^as InTtially agreed by Levlson and Wachtel that they 
should go to Memphis that night so they could be of assistance 
there. Wachtel told Levispn that he hachsheerv-called by Bayard 
Rustin who in turn, had been called by (SCLC 

represeotatlye^irL Jdemphis, TennjesjBee) and said they were trying 
to get all kinds of civil rights leaders dojfn there (Memphis) 
to keep things from breaking wide open.l^T 


During their discussions, Levison told Wachtel that 
he felt they should go to Memphis because he thought there 
would be a whole series of perplexing questions which the (SCLC) 
staff would be faced with and that he and Wachtel could make 
a contribution. Levison said he meant (questions such as) 
should they go on with "this march" (the Memphis march scheduled 
for April 8, I968) and should they go on with "the Washington 
thing’’ (the Poor People’s Campaign in Washington, B.C.li^ 
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Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Vachtel secured plane reservations for six persons 
to fly to Memphis the night of April 4, 1968. Wachtel felt that 
he and hie wife, Stanley Levison, Clarence Jones, Harry Belafo^te 
and possibly Bayard Rustin would make the trip.fgj ^ 

Lev is on preferred not to have Rustin present at any 
meeting they might have (In Memphis) because he believed the 
rest of the (SCLC) staff would feel hostile. 

Thereafter, Levlson and Wachtel began to doubt the 
wisdom of going to Memphis that night since they could not 
hold any important discussions or make any important decisions. 
Wachtel not e^ that the most important thing they would try 
to do is^qay to have violence in Klng^s name. He indicated 

that Andreif^oung, Executive Vice President of the SCLC, has 

taken that approach. Levison stated this is not the kind of 
approach he would have taken, that he did not mean to tell 
them not to be calm or to urge them into violence, but that 
he feels the point they should be making Is, what kind of 
system is It that produces such a thing (King's death) when 
he starts to fight for the lowly, like the garbage men. Levi^n 
said that in other words he thought ”we've got to be angry”. 
Levlson added that Andrew Toung was probably thinking that there 
are a great many Negroes who are going tf^get hysterical and 
go out and get themselves shot 6awn. 

Levlson sih^equently ■biitfHarry Bela font e that he 
had talked with Jess^fjackson, an SCl ^C official , who told him 
not to come to Memphis. Levison and Belafonte agreed to fly 
to Atlanta at 11:30 AM on Friday, April 5> 1968. Levlson told 
Belafonte to make the reservations for the two of them and tp 
let Harry Wachtel and the others worry about themselves 


On April 5, 1968, the same source learned that 
Andrew Young contacted Stanley Levison on that date. They 
discussed King's successor and agreed that Ralph (Abernathy, 
an SCLC official) was the only logical choice. Young stated 
that they were going to call a press conference on the morning 
of April 5> i960, "To sort of straighten things out” and to 
announce the establishment of the Martin Luther King Fund to 
perpetuate his memory. Young noted tha^ Senator Robert Kennedy 
had put his plane at their disposal n 
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Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Young and Lcvlson agreed to meet at the (King) 
house In Atlanta around 1:30 PM. tffj 
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with respect to the Gandhi Society for 
Human Rights, it is to be noted that this 
organization is an adjunct of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), of 
which Martin Luther King, Jr. is the president, 
and serves to raise funds for the SCLC.

committed. On the latter contact, 

Davis told Bustln that he was working 
on his request and had contacted friends 
who had contacts with the group to which 
Rustln was to speak.

Martin Luther King ^^Jr^y President, Southern AN 

Christian Leadership Conference, has advised that he will \X 

bring 3,000 of his followers to Washington, D, C,, in April, 

1968, to conduct a massive civil disobedience campaign in an ' 

effort to pressure Congress into passing legislation favorable 
to the Negro. King calls this the “Washington Spring Project** 
or the **Poor People's Campaign.** 

On March 28, 1968, King led a march in Memphis, 

Tennessee, in support of the striking sanitation workers of 
that city. Shortly after the march started, a riot ensued 
and King fled down a side street and left the area. 

On March 29, 1968, King was in conference with his 
principal advisor, Stanley Levison, concerning the Memphis 
riot. King stated he was depressed by the riot and was 
considering calling off the “Washington Spring Project.** 

Levison advised King to continue his plans concerning the 
Washington march. Levison emphasized that King can state 
that the Washington march will differ from the Memphis march 
since King will have organized the Washington march and can 
stress the -importance of nonviolence.^^

If the New Bern meeting is canceled by Reverend KING 
or the leadership there, KING will schedule a visit to Charlotte, 
North Carolina, on this same date. 

The March 26, 1968, edition of "The Charlotte Observer", 
a daily Charlotte, North Carolina, newspaper, contained a 
story which stated that MARTIN LUTHER KING and organized labor 
will support Dr. REGINALD A. HAWKINS, a Negro dentist from 
Charlotte, North Carolina, in his quest for the governorship of 
North Carolina. The story further relates HAWKINS and GOLDEN 
FRINKS, regional representative of the SCLC, announced Monday, 
March 25, 1968, that KING would make a one day tour of this state 
on April 4, 1968. He is scheduled to land in Charlotte around 
9 A.M. and then visit Durham, Greensboro, Rocky Mount and possibly 
New Bern before ending the trip with a dinner speech in Wilmington. 
FRINKS further stated . the newspaper article that if time 
permits, KING will visit Greenville, a slum area in Charlotte, 
before leaving for a ministers* conference. 

KING is then scheduled to have lunch in one of Durham* s 
poverty areas and then, FRINKS said, hold a "mock trial of the 
power structure" as poor people bring in grievances on welfare 
and bousing. 

KING is also scheduled to participate in a "Voter 
Registration march** at the election office in Rocky Mount and 
then go to Wilmington for a speech at the Williston High School 
auditorium.

The "Worker**, an East Coast Communist newspaper, 
on page three, of its March 3, 1968, edition reported that 
tribute was paid to Dr. W.E.B. DuBois on the evening of 
February 23, 1968, at Carnegie Hall. The article explained 
this event was organized by Freedomways in celebration of the 
lOOtb anniversary of the birth of DuBois whom it described as 
a "scholar, writer, teacher, organizer, and Communist". 
According to the article, Reverend KING delivered the address 
on this occasion. During his address, he stated "It is time 
to cease muting the fact that Dr. DuBois was a genius and chose 
to be a Communist. Our irrational obsessive anti-communism 
has led us into too many quagmires -**. 
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Special Agents of the FBI on April 25, 1967, 
observed Reverend KING accompanied by STANLEY LEVISON 
at 4:43 p* m. In the Immediate vicinity of SCLC headquarters 
Reverend KING and LEVISON entered an automobile parked 
nearby which Reverend KING imsediatelv drove avav. 


At 5:50 p.m., April 25, 1967, Special Agents of 
the FBI observed Reverend KING accompanied by STANLEY 
LEVISON on the main concourse of the Atlanta Airport. 
LavISC^' proceeded to Eastern Airlines Flight #114 which he 
boarded. This flight departed at 6:15 p.m. en route 
Now York City. 
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Keverend KING and ANDREW J. YODNG on February 18, 

1967, conferred with STANLEY LEVISON and CLEVEUND ROEINSOK, 
Treasurer, District 65, Retail, Wholesale, and Department Store 
Union, AFL-CIO, as to Reverend KING’S role in the Peace Movement. 
Reverend KING pointed out he was desirous of assuming a firm 
stand against the war in Yiet Nam and becoming a leader in the 
Peace Movement. He noted, however, that the Peace Movement 
was attracting support from students and "white liberals". As 
a consequence. Reverend KING expressed apprehension as to SCLC 
losing an anticipated grant from the Ford J^undation s.’^ould it 
become involved with a "radical group". 

Reverend KING also mentioned that JAMES BEVEL had been 
seeking his support but he intended delaying any commitment to 
BEVEL until he discussed the matter during an SCLC Research 
Commit t^ meeting scheduled to be held in New York City March 6, 
1967 ^ 

YOUNG and ROBINSON expressed a desire for Reverend 
KING on a moral basis to assume leadership of the masses. 

ROBINSON felt Reverend KING should contact ministers and lead a 
grass roots peace movement. YOUNG believed Reverend KING shouio 
influence WALTER REUTHER of the AFL-CIO to Joic the Peace Move- 
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meat. Thereafter he said Reverend KING should ini ora 
President LYNDON B* JOHNSON he would no longer be 
associated with the administration and would fight for 
the Peace Movement and against military service. According

LSVISON advised he felt the most effective 
position for Reverend KING would be to continue as a le&der 
in the Civil Rights Movement.

The Sunday February 26, 1967, issue of ’The New 
York Times" on page one published an article entitled, "Dr. 
King Advocates Quitting Vietham". This article revealed 
that Reverend KING, United States Senatois EUGENE J, MC CARTHY 
(Minnesota), GEORGE MC GOVERN (South Dakota), and ERNEST 
GRUENING (Alaska) participated In a conference entitled 
"National Priorty No. 1; Redirecting American Power", 
on February 25, 1967, at Beverly Hllle, California, conducted 
by "The Nation" magazine. 


According to this article, Reverend KING delivered 
the main speech of the day and contended that the United 
States failure to submit its case against the North Vietiiamese 
to the United Nations Security Council had "undermined the 
purpose of the UN, caused its effectiveness to atrophy, and 
placed our nation In the position of being morally and 
politically isolated". The United States activities in Viet 
Ham, Reverend KING said, amounted to "supporting a new form 
of colonialism covered up by certain niceties of complexities". 
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Reverend KING fu.*ther contended that the United 
States iihould get out of Viet Han and said **the proalses 
of the Great Society have been shot down on the battle 
field of Yiet Has. The pursuit of this widened war has 
narrowed dosestic welfare progress > waking the poor, white 
and Negroes, bear the heaviest burdens both at the front 
and at hose. The recently revealed $10-billion sis-estisate 
of the war budget alone is sore than five tlses the asount 
cossitted to the anti-poverty prograss. The security we 
profess to see in foreign adventures we will lose in our 
decaying cities," 

Reverend KING observed that the United StaV^^^^i^ 
willing to sake the Negro a 100 percent citizen in warfare 
but reduces his to 50 percent of a citizen on aserican soil. 

In concluding his resarks, Reverend XING was 
reported to have consented that the United States is currently 
soving down a dead-end road that could lead to national disaster. 
He said, "It is tine for all people of conscience to call upon 
Aserica to return to her true hose of brotherhood and 
peaceful pursuits. Those of us who love peace sust organize as 
effectively as the war hawks.’*' He declared the United States 
still has a choice "nonviolent coexistence or violent co» 
annihilation". 

With reference to the sane conference, the "Atlanta 
Journal" on page three of its final edition February 25, 1967, 
published an article datelined Los Angeles February 25, 1967, 
entitled "King Declares United States Actions Like Hitler". 

This article pointed out Reverend KING compared the United 
States involvesent in Viet Nan to HITLER'S rise to power in 
Germany and quoted his as follows: 

"There is grave irony in the fact HITLER could cose 
forth, following the nakedly aggressiveness, expansionist 
theories he revealed in *Mein Xaspf* and do it all in the naae 
of peace," 
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On February 27, 1967, STAKLFT LEVISCMf told Reverend 
KING that ”The New York Times** publicity on February 26, 1967, 
concerninf; his speech in Los Angeles the preceding day 
established his right to speak on Viet Nam. Also LEVISON told 
him that this conferece with the United States Senators was 
the proper place for him to express his anti-war sent im^.^nts - 

On March 27, 1967, Reverend KING and STANLEY LKVISCR? 
discussed the probability that Reverend KING*s current position 
regarding the Viet Nam war would adversely affect financial 
contributions to SCLC. They agreed to discuss this matter 
further on April 4, 1967, at a meeting to be held in New York 
City which would also be attended by HARRY WACHTEL and several 
officials of SCLC.p^

The **Atlanta Constitution", daily Atlanta newspaper, 
on April 5, 1967, published an article on page one entitled 
"King Calls United States Leader in Violence". The article, 
reflecting the byline of AUSTIN SCOTT, revealed that on April 4, 
1967, Reverend KING addressed a meeting of clergy and laymen 
concerned about Viet Nam held at Riverside Church, New York 
City. During his speech. Reverend KING referred to the United 
States Government as the .greatest purveyor of violence in 
the world today." He called upon all ministers of draft age 
to give up their ministerial exempt status and seek status 
of conscientious objectors. He further recommended conscientious 
objection status "...to all who find the American course in 
Viet Nam dishonorable and unjust." 


Reverend KING, the article reflected, stated he had 
planned to increase the tempo of his fight against the Viet Nam 
War because this war was draining the domestic progress needed

According to the article, the invitation referred 
to by Reverend KING had originated with the Norwegian 
Government and was forwarded through the Soviet Union.

An asendnent t6 the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 26, 1946, changed the name of that organization to the 
8CEF, and listed its purpose as being to improve the educational 
and cultural standards of the Southern people in accordance 
with the highest American denocratic institutions, traditions, 
and ideals. 



The SCEF is self->described as having deep roots 
in the South where it began as the educational wing of the 
SCHW, organized in 1938 to work for economic and political 
reform. When the SCHW disbanded in the late 1940*s, SCEF 
continued as an independent organization, rallying support 
for integration and democracy and helping to stimulate and 
nurture new movements of the early 1960 *s. The SCEF 
maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty years, but in 
1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting of 
the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25,

Levison agreed, stating that many liberals are 
being sentimental and not very wise because Kennedy will have 
a tough ^ob in stopping President Johnson. He said it cannot 
be done "with a Galahad, like McCarthy’’. He added that he 
keeps pointing out that McCarthy was less progressive than 
Kennedy in the past. Levison agreed with King that McCarthy 
has not been as strong on civil rights as has Kennedy. (M) 

Levlson and King agreed that President Johnson 
has his greatest strength among the working class and among 
Hegroes, that McCarthy has no strength among these groups, 
but that Kennedy does. They agreed also that Kennedy will 
split the Negro vote with Levison ad^ng that Kennedy also 
will split the working class vote,tg/f

King expressed the opinion that at some point 
along the campaign trail Kennedy and McCarthy will have to 
get together. Levlson then criticised McCarthy's stubborness 
on this point, stating that he would have expected McCarthy

They are bound together by one common 
thought, BLACK LIBERATIOi: A1<D BLACK FREEDOM, HOW| This is 
the common thought, dream and goal. Membership in the Mau • 
Mau body is unrestricted save that the applicant be Black, 
Afro-American in particular or any Black Person in general.- . 
Age, sex, previous or present affiliation or membership in 
any other group or organization , religion, etc*, of an 
applicant for membership shall have no bearing upon acceptance 
or rejection of that application. He welcomes brothers and 
sisters of any and all beliefs and persuasions, requiring^ 
only that such sister or brother be in tune in some way with

CHARLES MORRIS v:as a member .of the Nation of Islam 
(NOD Mosque ^7, New York City, as of August 8, 1962, according to 
a second confidential source. He was expelled April 6, 1964, 
according to a third source. CHARLES MORRIS held a position 
of leadership and responsibility in the Muslim Mosque 
Incorporated (MMI) and was a close friend of MALCOLM X LITTLE, 
.filain founder and leader of the MMI, according to a fourth 
confidential source. lu) 


Mrs. BERENICE BALDV^IN, active member of the Communist 
Party, United States of America (CP, USA), from 1943 until 
1951, and who testified before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, advised that CHARLES MORRIS, named above, 
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AMERICAN MAU mU (CONTINUED) . 
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Director • . / 
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was a member of the Oakland Club, Lower East Side Section, 
District 7, CP, USA, and that registration card 72396 was 
issued to him on May 12, 1948. 

The above-mentioned CHARLES MORRIS was confined to 
Rockland State Hospital from August 31, 1961 through November^ 
1961. He was described as ”Psvchoneurosis-mixcd type, mildly 
depressed, but cooperative” . 

The headquarters of the American Mau Mau is located 
at 1964 Seventh Avenue, New York City.

Rutherford stated that they are going to set up a 
camp and Levison remarked that, if it is a camp he saw projected 
for one thousand (people), it will cost $31,000, a figure that 
does not include labor, food and bedding. Levison asked where 
this money is to come from, noting that it is one thing to 
proceed on faith but to launch something this important is 
another. He said this campaign will receive a great deal of 
publicity, leaving remargin for error, and that all the 
publicity could the campaign floundering if they proceed 

on faith alone

information in the past, learned on January 22, 19^3, that on 
that date, Stanley Levison had been contacted by a person iron 
London who was unknov/n to the source. This individual told 
Levison that he was calling at the suggestion of Andrew Young, 
Executive Assistant to Martin Luther King, President of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). He said he had 
come to the Un.ited States from England on behalf of a canon 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral, v:hom the source understood to be named 
Collins, to request Martin Luther King and Dr. Benjamin Spock 
to come to England at the end of February, 19^t , to attend a 
meeting of several days aimed at beginning a campaign against 
the war in Vietnam. According to the source, this individual 
furnished the follov;ing Information about this meeting:

against the Vietnam v:ar. Some people are suggesting this 
organization be called Act for Peace. It is felt that several 
million dollars could be raised to do this and, although it 
would be difficult to raise this kind of money in the United 
States, a number of private individuals and s^me of the churches 
of Europe are v;llling to put up the money. 

The sponsors are likely to be people such as 
Archbishop Ramsey of the Church of England, Pierre Mendes- 
France, and a Cardinal from Bologna 




They would like Martin Luther King to agree to be 
a sponsor and for him and Dr. Spock to come to England for the 
meeting at the end of February, 19^8, at which it is hoped the 
plans v/ill be made end the campaign launched. In the meantime, 
he will be traveling between ^Snfi^^and end the United States 
getting the thing organized. I 

The individual from London said he had just come from 
Washington where he talked at length with Senator (Eugene) Me Carth;* 
who suggested it would be useful if he attended the February 
meeting. The idea at that tine will be to hold private conversatior 
with a group of people, one of whom was a legislative assistant 
in the Congress, one to be himself, Mr. Mendes-Frar.ee *s 
secretary, with a sort of organizing group in British churches, 
and decide how the campaign will be launched. 

He has talked with Andrew Young a number of times 
about King attending the meeting and being a sponsor. It 
appears that Dr. Spock will be agreeab^ although there is no 
confirmation on Spock^s part as*yet. 

The source further advised that this individual 
told Levison that he wanted to let Levls'^n know the details. 

He said Andrew Young had ad:ed him to explain to Levison 
what was happening so that when a decision is on Klng’j

Levison asked about the length of the meetings and 
was told there probably v/ould be several days of discussion and, 
if a decision is made to launch the campaign, a public meeting 
will be held about February 27, 1963. Levison was also told that 
if Dr. Spock should come they will have a public meeting about the 
indictments anyway (the indictment of Dr. Spock and others for 
violation of the Selective Service 

Levison felt that Idea v:as good but suggested that 
King’s problem might be his plans for his ci vil^isobedience 
campaign in the United States in April, 1963. 

The man from London commented that they were hoping 
that the mass media camps i^n^rould articulate with and be useful 
to King's April campaign.*

Levison also inquired about the people vfho have cominitted 
themselves to the idea of "an Ad Hoc Organization. He was told 
that as far as the Church of England is concerned, even though 
there may be some difficulty about the Archbishop, they have the 
backing of two very pov;erful Bishops, VJoolich and SoutMck 
as v:ell as Bishop Peeves of South Africa and Bishop Roberts. 

If they can move properly in the next ten days then, this individu^ 
believes, Ramsey will agree. As far as Mendes-France is concerned 
there is no problem. The cardinal from Bologna has not agreed 
as yet and neither has the Archbishop of Vienna. In addition 
several Kobel people are not certain. He told Levison that it is c 
question of deciding how high a level of sponsorship above, 
for example, Nobel Peace Prize winners, they want to get. 

Levison was told that it has been suggested that they 
try to get Secretary General U Thant of the United Nations to 
give his 6ponsorshij>i<''Levison said he could not Imagine
